Too Valuable to Pigeon-Hole 


"THE PEOPLE OF GREATER 
Victoria and the Saanich pen- 
insula now have before them com- 
prehensive —and expensive—sewer 
plans calculated to protect health 
and preserve amenities in the area 
for the next half century, when the 
population is expected to reach 
420,000. = : 

The report of the Associated 
Engineering Services Limited is im- 
‘pressive. The proposals to overcome 
present deficiencies and meet future 
needs involve the heavy cost of 
$23.5 millions. But estimates, as the 
engirieers have pointed out, could 


escalate far beyond the sums repre- 


sented in 1966 dollars. = 

- Disposal of waste at sea is the 
only method favored by the experts, 
except for relatively minor and tem- 
porary treatment proposals that 
would eventually yield to marine 
discharge when localized population 
becomes sufficient to pay for the 
sewer lines involved. 

Several considerations persuade 
the engineers to recommend this 
method: While—noting—-that—almest 
all present outfalls are inadequate 
—-some wrongly placed, most per- 
mitting discharge too close to shore 
or in enclosed waters— and admit- 
ting that required extensions at se- 
lected points will be very costly, 
they believe upkeep will be so much 
less than with any other system that 
it will save money over the long 
haul. 

If the sewage is piped far 
enough from the low water mark 
and is dissipated in deep water, tidal 
currents will sweep most of it away 
from shore, they explain. Where 
some returns it will be so diffused 
and so long subjected to the. anti- 
septic action of the salt water that 
it will neither be a serious health 
hazard nor objectiénable to recrea- 
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tionists' and others using the 
beaches. ! : 

The trouble spots in the area— 
Victoria harbor-the Gorge-Portage 
Inlet, Esquimalt Harbor and Saan- 
ich Inlet-—could be eliminated large- 
ly by removing outfalls now enter- 
ing the former and extending or re- 
locating, if necessary, those in the 
latter two. This suggests a cure for 
one of the conditions which raise 
perpetual protest in the region. 


2Some of the work recommended 
is inescapable. Some, notably in the 


city, is-already_authorized in gen- © 


eral form, Everitually the whole re- 
gion will have to be adequately 
sewered. 

.__.Of course costs are heavy, per 
haps daunting, although the work 
would be phased to avoid a crushing 
burden all at once. They can hardly 
be expected to go down. 

The engineers emphasize. the 
point that providing sewers for the 
whole region-should-be undertaken 
on a planned, regional basis for gen- 
eral efficiency. This involves’ some 
give and take on everybody's part. 
But it is interesting to note that the 
area is divided into six project re- 
gions which, following natural 
drainage contours, also happen to 
establish separate projects in such a 
way that each muncipality, or re- 
gion, has before it an undertaking 
of direct value to itself. In other 
words, none would be required to 
build for the benefit of a neighbor 
without receiving benefits itself. 

The plan appears excellent. Its 
prospects of meeting present.and 
foreseeable problems depends, ulti- 
mately, on the action taken by. the 
authorities who can implement it. 
It is too valuable a study to be left 
pigeon-holed after polite official 
conversation. : 


The White Paper and CBC - 


HILE THE GOVERNMENT'S 

white paper on broadcasting 
took in the whole spectrum of pub- 
lic electronic communications, a sec- 
tion also dealt specifically with the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
and set out a number of proposed 
changes in its operation. 

The white paper rejected the 
Fowler’ Commission recommenda- 
tion that the CBC should be man- 
aged as well as regulated by a 
Board of Broadcast Governors or 
similar body on the sensible grounds 
that regulation and management 
policy are too complex a mixture. — 
Instead the CBC is to retain its own 
management-group. 

Logically following from this is 
the proposal that the corporation's 
headquarters in Ottawa should be 
kept to the minimum size compatible 
with effective general direction 
while operational activities, includ- 
ing programming control, should be 
moved to the main operational cen- 
tres. If internal communications 
channels are»kept clear so that 
policy decisions flow down the 


line effectively from CBC head-: 


quarters to production centres, this 
set-up should do away with the 
monolithic rigidity which has char- 
acterized the corporation in recent 
years. 

The government’s opinion that 
the CBC will have to go slow on 
color TV is one that will be chal- 
lenged both within the corporation 
and without. It ignores the reality 
of the situation for the white paper 
to say that color must take a lower 
priority to other improvements. The 


Advance 


CBC cannot carry out its task of 
contributing to “the essential goal of 
Canadian unity” without an audi- 
ence. Color has proved to be a po- 
tent force in attracting TV audi- 
ences in American experience and 
if the private Canadian broadcast- 
ers are allowed to get too far ahead 
of the CBC in this technique, it 
could prove extremely difficult to 
close-the gap in.the future. Though 
it may be costly, the CBC should be 
encouraged «to compete with the 
private. stations in technical ad- 
vances. 

As a footnote to the highly-pub- 
licized troubles. between CBC man- 
agement and its public affairs de- 
partment, the white paper affirms 
what common sense has long dic- 
tated: “The recent difficulties . . . 
forcefully underline the necessity for 
significant improvements in internal 
communications. .The government, 
therefore, expects that action to ef- 
fect the necessary organizational 
changes will be given high priority 
by the corporation.” 

It seems hardly necessary to add 
that-if the CBC management is un- 
willing, or unable, to come’ to grips 
with this all-important problem, 
then the management will have to 
bé revamped. Success in manage- 
ment in most businesses — and par- 
ticularly those in which creative arts 
play a-significant role — is to a 
large extent a matter of dealing 
candidly jand fairly with people. 
Failure of CBC management to 
carry out this essential function 
would render next to worthless the 
best plans for reorganization.

If 
Russia co-operated with the 
UN, for example by volunteer- 
ing a few naval vessels for a 
blockade of South Africa, she 
would be credited with having 
“forced” a break between the 
hated South African Prime 
Minister H: F. Verwoerd and 
his “Western friends.” No 
Black African leader would 
thereafter wish or dare to be 
considered a friend of the 
West. 


Exert Pressure

HELP JEWS 
Representatives of 32 
nations had gathered at this 
French watering place at the 
request of President Roose- 
velt, to discuss ways and 
means of helping Jews in 
Germany and Austria, clearly 
imperiled under the Nazi 


regimes. 
Von Benda’s desperate wish 
and his overlords’ proposal 


was that foreign nations buy 
the release of the Jews for 
$250 per head. 

The conference, actually 
held July 6-15, 1938 — at 
which author Habe, as League 
of Nations correspondent for 
the German language Prague 
‘Prager Tagblatt,” was 
present — was no more than 
nine days of prevarication, 
cowardice and bluff.

FOR BUYERS

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It 
isn't just the interest rate 
that's going up, 

With the current squeeze on 
mortgage funds, most of the 
talk has centred on interest 
rates, or what a home-buyer 
has to pay for a loan.

Q. What is the Criminal Code 
of Canada and how did it conte 
into being? T. A. 

A. The Criminal Code of this 
country Is that body of legis- 
lation containing prohibitions 
and punishments, reflecting 
basically the accepted moral 
standards of the day. Accord- 
ing to Crime and its Treat- 
ment in Canada (MeGratin), 
the Code is British common- 
law ratified and restated by 
Parliament. The first Code 
was submitted to and enacted 
by Parliament in 1892. Amend- 
ments were constantly being 
introduced, until in 1955, a re- 
vised Code came Into force. 
Oddly enough, the United 
Kingdom, does not have such 
a Code, but has set down its 
criminal law in more than 150 
separate statutes.
